P aris , April 25,—No twithstanding the 
o fficial rep<jrt that the Duke de Chanlne* 
died fro m natural causes, the Paris news­ 
papers print vario us versio ns as to the 
manner and place o f his sudden demise. 
The Petit Jo urnal says the duke died 
in a small apartment in a ho use belo nging 
to his sister, the Duchess d’Uies, in the 
Rue 
Vandyck. 
He 
retired 
Thursday 
night, acco rding to the Petit Jo urnal, and, 
no t appearing Friday mo rning, a servant 
entered the apartment and fo und him dead 
in bed, his features preseHttfig a livid ap­ 
pearance as if deco mpo sitio n had set in. 
SAVS HK CIED OF Pf>ISON. 
Beside the bed, says the acco unt, were 
bo ttles co ntaining co caine, ether and mo r­ 
phine. 
Fro m this the newspaper draws 
the deductio n that death was due to an 
o verdo se o f drugs affecting a naturally 
weak heart 
The bo dy o f the duke was co nveyed at 
daylight this mo rning fro m the ho tel to 
the Church o f St. Phillip, 
It was acco m­ 
panied o nly h>' an undertaker and his at­ 
tendants and the Duke de Luyiies, a co usin 
o f the Duke de Chaulnes and the o fficial 
head o f the De Chaulnes ho useho ld. 
The cure o f the church received the co f­ 
fin at the do o r. 
It wa* esco rted to the 
crypt and, after a simple blessing, there 
depo sited. 
The bo dy will remain in St. 
I’hillip’i pending co mpletio n o f the ar­ 
rangements fo r the funeral.

became a familiar figure in the residential 
part o f the city near Dtipo nt circle. 
It is generallv kno wn to Americans who 
frequently visit Paris that the duke had 
fo r years been addicted to a drug habit 
and had o ften retired, fro m so ciety fo r 
days at a time while reco vering fro m the 
effects o f to o heavy o r to o cs>nstant ad­ 
ministratio n. 
It was asserted by tho se nearest to Mrs. 
Sho nts and also by friends o f the Duchess 
d’l'res that the duke had been entirely 
bio ken o f the habit, which bro ught great 
disgrace to his yo ung manho o d in the first 
years o f his wild career in Paris. 
During his visit here l« st spring and at 
the time he was mo st ardently suing fo r 
the hand o f Miss Sho nts the duke was 
taken vio lently ill and it was said that he 
suffered fro m a distressing thro at tro uble 
which required milk diet fo r a week and 
so cut do wn his strength that he had to 
deny himself fro m so ciety fo r almo st an­ 
o ther week. 
'1 here was a persistent ru­ 
mo r here at that time the duke was re­ 
so rting to his habit o f drug taking, but 
this 
was 
strenuo usly 
denied 
by 
Mrs. 
Sho nts, in who se ho use he was a guest at 
the time. 
The lack o f vivacity usually no ticed in a 
Frenchman 
was 
frequently 
co mmented 
upo n by tho se who met him ; and this, 
co upled with his o ld reco rd, seemed to 
co nvince the majo rity o f so ciety peo ple 
here that the death o f the duke was the 
result o f the o ld habit. 
Much o f the co urtship o f the duke and 
the yo ung duchess was fraught with un­ 
pleasant rumo rs and was cast in glo « im 
by the fact that .A.merican so ciety re­ 
fused to o pen its arms, and, in many cases, 
its do o rs, to the duke 
When the duke 
came to this co untry late in the winter 
seaso n he bro ught stro ng letters fro m his 
sifter and her friends in Paris, who are 
the very cream o f so ciety, to so ciety peo ­ 
ple o f ^ u a l pro minence here, but to o nly 
a few were the letters pre.sented. 
The French ambassado r and .Mme. Jus- 
serand made the recent death o f the lat­ 
ter’* mo ther an excuse fo r their co o lness 
to

co untryman, 
but 
they 
o pened their hearts sufficiently to invite 
him to dinner at the embassy with the 
members o f the staff. 
President Ro o sevelt refused to receive

President 
had 
sho wn great admiratio n fo r the charming 
daughters o f Mr. and .Mrs. Sho nts, wo uld 
extend no co urtesies to their guests.

with smallpox bathe themselves in red col 
ored hot water, which is produced by boil­ 
ing red be.ins.
